Ralco Wins Montana Selling Handicap in Fast 
Time — Ararat Best in Quickstep. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., May 20 — The usual mediocre 
Friday eard was presented at Jamaica Uiday, with 
the Montana .Selling Handicap at a mile and 
seventy yards holding the headline ]>ositioii and the 
Quickstep Purse, a three-qnarters mile dash for 
three-year-olds, dividing interest with it. 

The Montana S**lling Handicap did not bring out 
entries notable for past performance, but it de- 
veloju'd a spectacular race and a good one from a 
time standimint. Raleo, waited with close up by 
Lavenie Fator. came around the pacemaker after 
turning into the stretch and eomideted the mile 
and 8«*venty yards in 1:43%. Tin* track reiord is 
1:43. Whisk took the lead nt the turn into the 
rear stretch, but tired when Rab'o challenged, and 
had to lie hustled to w’ithstand the fast <-losing 
Night Raider. Fator’s victory astride Raleo broke 
a tie with E. .8iinde for riding honors at the meet- 
ing. each having piloted eiglit winners pr(*viously. 

H. P. Whitney’s Ararat, (’oltiletti up, proveil 
easily l>est of the eiglit starters in the Quickstep. 
The Broomstick gelding raced Messines int<i defeat 
anil won mnler r<*straint. Mademoiselle (’adeau fin- 
ished with great sp«*ed and passe<l the tiring Mes- 
sines in the final sixteenth. 

Maiden two-year-olds held the stage in the 
oiH*ner and Happy Buxton, ridden by the j^s-key for 
wLoiii he is naine<]. earri«*d the ctdors of Jolinuy 
Dundee, the lightw’eight boxer, to their first vic- 
tory of the meeting. 

• M. L. Schwartz’ ill-tempered three-yea r-ohl 
maiden Care Free tossed off another chance to 
earn brackets in the second contest. The (.'olin 
gelding propped nt the start and when he settled 
to the tusk of running the field had left him far 
behind. Buxton hustled him after the pacemaker 
and he assumed the lead midway of the turn, tlien 
he was given a short bn^athing spell, but had 
spent too much energy in his early dash and had 
nothing left when L. Waterbury’s Dkimedes ehal- 
lengrtl in the stretch, the latter winbing' going away. 
Topaz, the early pacemaker, held on for third 
place. Arthur (’ollins rode the w’inner. 

Although robbed of a chance of scoring a double 
by the contrarity of Care Free, j<K*key Buxton had 
on his winning clothes and came back in the next 
race with his second score. He rwle Dunsandel 
a four-year-old maiden from the stable of J. Byer. 

St. Maurice, w’inner of the Ahertleen Stakes, ac- 
counted for the sixth race, which brought out a 
fair hand of juveniles for a five-eighths dash. 

T. J. Healey is in receipt of a letter from J. 
Bnllmun, the former riding star, w’ho i4 in the 
.Adin-ndacks, undergoing treatment *for pulmonary 
trouble. The letter states that Mr. Bullman had 
intended t<» come to New York for the Belmont 
Park meeting, hut on the advice of his physician 
has po8tpon<*d liis visit until later in the summ(*r. 
His son Sirencer is riding at Jamaica for Mr. 
Healey. 

Alt’iiough victory did not crown the efforts of 
jockej’ Pierce in the Stuyvesant, trainer William 
Booth was w<*ll satisfied W’itli his riding of SiK>rt- 
ing Blood and announced that the hoy will do all 
the riding for the Redstone stable in the future. 

S. D. Riddle again visited Jamaica. Walter M.
